Thank you everyone for helping me change over from 80m to 40m on the TIXIE 
XCVI. 


The problem was that the 300mW on 80m dropped to 30mW on 40m. 


Since I had the correct components already installed for the 40m pi-filter, 
and the 7.Q040MHz crystal was working, I didn't know what to try next. 


With all of your help, the solution was simple. I replaced the original 
2N3053 with a 2N2219A for Q2. Even though the 2N3053 worked fine on 80m, 
the FT of this device is 3 times lower than the 2N2219A. Also, the minimum 
HFE on the new xstr is twice the value of the old one. The final result was 
at least 200mW out @ 9Vdc without any of the other mods even being tried 
yet. Once I drag my scope out to help analyze the situation, I may include 
the other mods as well to improve the output power even further, but now at 
least the main problem is solved. 


Thanks again for the quick response! 
I'll CU on the air!

Hello Folks... well the last of 5 or 6 batteries for my Icom IC-W2A has 
expired. It died from non-use (and I THINK that fast charger is really bad 
for trickle charges.) In any event, I think it needs a new home. It is in 
very good condition... used, but nice enough-or, rather, it was operating 
the last time I used it (a year or two ago.) It will not, however, function 
when you get it-not ‘til you get-and charge-an appropriate battery. 


For that reason, I am offering it, a very nice drop-in fast charger, and I

shipped CONUS. If you get a good '‘W2A battery from your local radio 
emporium, and it doesn't work, full money back.

Gang, 

Been keeping busy past few days touching up some changes incorportated 
into the 44-M as a result of the prototype builds, fixing a couple of 
38-Specials, and just finished the Fireball-40. Some good quality time 
with radios, which I sorely needed following the past month and a half 
filled with numerous personal difficulties, a family member in the 
hospital, and other things that makes life suck for awhile and not 

able to give your full attention to the things you want to. 


ON THE FIREBALL ... Yup, great little kit, high quality board, excellent 
manual, and far beyond what you'd expect for $10. Built mine for 40M 
with the 1W 2N2222 (running at 850mW on mine) and clean output. Now 
here in NM, I figure it takes a watt just to get signals across the 
state line, and nobody in NM I want to QSO with anyway (oops, sorry 

Jay, and Tim in Las Cruces darn near counts for TX anyway!) so one watt 
it has to be here. Then the thought hit me ... what an excellent marker 
generator this would make. So came into the lab at work, scrounged 
around for awhile, and darn if I didn't finally find a 28.000 MHz TTL 
oscillator can. Plugged it in, and makes beautiful band-edge markers 

at 7.00, 14.00 and 28.00 MHz. And you don't even need the 1W PA for 
that. So next step is to mount it in an Altoids can (I think it will 
fit), small rotary switch, and BNC. Gonna add a 50 ohm linear taper 

pot and calibrate the output in dBm/mW. That way, have a nice little 
pocket sized signal generator for a QRP marker/calibrate the tuning 

dial thing, and a ball park check of receiver sensitivity (MDS). Then, 
a small collapsable whip antenna on a BNC connector, you got yourself 

a carry around generator for making antenna field strength measurements, 
etc. Leave it on in the kitchen and call it a "far field" test range! 


So if you're not crazy about the Fireball as a QRP transmitter, it's 
the cheapest signal generator/marker generator you can build. 


ON THE 44-MAGNUM ... the first initial prototype builds brought out a 
couple of little problems we decided to fix. First, the 2nd NE602 is 
the product detector (receive) or TX mixer (in xmit), where the 750Hz 
TX offset is switched in by a diode. But turns out, the switching 
diodes used vary so much unit-to-unit, we were getting TX offsets from 
400-1200 Hz. This was reported by a few of the 38-S builders that the 
TX offsets covered quite a range, and now we know why. So Bob Berlyn 


redesigned that portion so it now includes a trim pot for the BFO and 
a trim pot for the TX offset so they can be independently set, and works 
great. 


We were also experiencing variations between prototypes in the loaded 

Q of the IF crystal filter with widely varying bandwidths and insertion 
loss. So after some piddling around, ended up changing over to Dale 
crytals (from Mouser) that are much more consistent crystal-to-crystal, 
and yeilding a better crystal filter. 


The receiver input filters, VFO oscillator coil, and TX post mixer 
transformers have been converted over to "IF cans" instead of toroids, 
reworking those circuits, but yielding more consistent results. Only 
2 toroids to wind now, in the output filter, and if you wind it offa 
wind or two, who cares. It doesn't skew the poles on the low pass 
filtering. And the MOSFET RFC is a coil wound around a 1W resistor, 
making that pretty easy too. 


Bob will be making the artwork changes shortly after the holidays for 
the 2nd hit of prototype bords, a few more prototype builders will be 
getting a package in the mail, then on the production units shortly 
after that. 


The prototype 44-M's look pretty good, with some fine tuning here and 
there as on any rig, but when you're striving for good consistency from 
unit-to-unit, it adds another dimension most of us don't think about 
when building a rig. 


Also have a couple of 38-Specials to £ix under some special circumstances 
I hope to finish this weekend as well. One I'll be adding the 44-M 

PA to see how well it interfaces to the original circuit, and if fairly 
successful, will post to the group. One of those clumbsy ascii circuit 
things should present it good enough. 


So hope santa was nice to some of you, with something new to build, 

or some new tools to use, or something quasi-QRP related to play with. 
And if not, well the upcoming K-2, NC-20, SW+, Fireball-40, 44-Magnum 
and who knows what else should keep us all busy this spring! 


And thanks to all for the private email from so many of you with holiday 
wishes, kudos for the solar reports and other issues, many of which I 
just haven't answered personally yet. I enjoy my involvement with such 
a group of such great people, and such positive feedback now and again 
is always appreciated. Many thanks.

After the comments the other day, I surfed over to a couple of sites and 
checked out the current listings on rotary dipoles. While I was at it, I 
checked out small tribanders, too. An interesting search. 


First off, you can surf over to the sites and check these out yourselves, 
even order them if they look like the answer to your quest for 
performance vs. size... 


First, the AES site, <www.aesham.com> gave me the current price on the 
Cushcraft dipoles. The D3 and D3W were $200, the D3W being the WARC band 
version. Turning radii are 12.9 ft for the D3 and 17 ft for the D3W. 

The D4 (40-10, no WARC coverage) is $270 and the turning radius is 17.9 
ft. The D40 is 40 meters only, is $300 and the turning radius is 21.1 
ft. Prices are rounded to the next buck and do not include shipping. 


Also, the Hy-Gain TH2Mk3S 2-el tribander is on closeout (More on that 
below), but it's already gone. It was $245, turning radius of 14.3 ft 
and 3.5 dBd gain claimed. 


Next was the Hy-Gain site <www.hy-gain.com> They now sell 
factory-direct, and the TH2Mk3S is $256.27 (add to your cart...) plus 
shipping. It's UPS-shippable. A 6 foot boom and 2 elements, the longest 
one is 27 feet. I didn't check any others, but their whole line is there 
for your review. 


Lastly, the Mosley Electronics site <www.mosley-electronics.com> Also 
direct order, and they have both the full-power and the Junior versions 
of rotary dipoles, 2 and 3 element tribanders, WARC antennae, verticals, 
and so on. Well worth the stop. 


Here's what Mosley had in the "Low-end" and "Low-Profile" antlers: 


TA-31-M - 20/15/10M dipole, Legal Limit, 12 ft turning radius, $169 
TA-31-M-JR - Same as above, but "only" 250 watts, $159 


TA-32-M - 20/15/10M 2-elememt triband beam. Legal Limit, Claimed gain 
of 3.4/5/5.5 dBd, 14.5 ft turning radius, $280 
TA-32-M-JR - Same as above, but 250 watts limit, $226 


TA-33-M - 20/15/10M 3-element triband beam. Legal Limit, Claimed gain of 
5/7/7.5 dBd, 15.5 £t turning radius, $380 
TA-33-M-JR - Ditto, but 250 watts, $300 


Mosley says that these are available in a UPS-compliant package, and the 
heavier-duty antlers on their page are motor freight, and they are 
B-I-G!!! CHeck out their site. 


Were I in the market, I would go with the Mosley for the cost, and the 
reputation. They have the longest history in the market, and literally 
tens of thousands of happy users. It's hard to beat dealing with a 
long-established firm. If my Tet ever calls it quits, I will be on the 
phone with Mosley in short order. 


Even with all this, if you have the room, a wire Vee beam is hard to 
beat, but the rotor is somewhat unreasonable...

Personally, I do not care what is posted in the chat room. Spots, fills,= 
band 

condition reports, or general conversation when the bands are dead. I = 

care 

not. 


HOWEVER! I do NOT wish to encourage anyone to violate any rules of any 
contest. In a major contest, use of the QRP-L room would be considered = 
use of 

a packet spotting network, and could be considered use of non-amateur = 
radio 

means of soliciting contacts. Specifically, I recall there being some 
discussion of fills as it relates to the Fox Hunt activity. 


BE IT THEREFORE KNOWN: 


The contest Gods, particularly the Lord High Rulers and Executioners of 
the 

Deserving and the Foxhunts, have the authority to set policy concerning 
the 

acceptable use of the chat room for spotting or getting fills, etc. I 
encourage all to abide by their decision. 


Personally, I would allow spotting of foxes, and certainly prohibit using= 
the 

chat room (or any e-communication at all) for obtaining fills. The 
object is 

to work them (correctly!) on the air. 


BUT I will bow to the wishes of the organizers. In any event, such 
activity

I await the decisions of the official Foxhunt Rulers on the appropriate 
real-time use of the IRC #qrp-l chat room.
